Statement of George Edward Douglas, Master of the Workhouse, on the removal of 
Mary Brophy and Child to Ireland. 

Mary Brophy, 32, with one child, Thomas, aged 16 months, was admitted to this work- 
house on the 16th of January 1863, upon one of the usual orders of the assistant overseer 01 
the parish. She was discharged the 2d of March 1863, at the request of the settlement 
clerk, upon a warrant for the removal of herself and child to Ireland. During the forty- 
four ( 44 ) days she remained in the workhouse, she did not, on any one occasion, apply to 
me for her discharge, neither was violence ever used towards her in my presence, or by my 
orders.

Statement of Elizabeth Douglas, Matron of the Workhouse, on the Removal of 
‘ Mary Brophy and Child to Ireland. 

On the afternoon of the 2d instant, having received notice from the settlement clerk to 
prepare Mary Brophy and child for removal from the workhouse to the Ins P j 
Wapping, at five o’cluck that evening, I sent for her for the purpose of preparing 1

the child for the voyage. It was with some difficulty, and only by considerable coaxing on 
my part, that she was induced to change her clothing ; but on the appearance of her child, 
brought from its ward in the arms of the nurse, she broke out into the most open violence, 
and seizing the child, attempted to dash it violently on the ground. Had it not been for 
my * sudden interference (during which my ankle was severely bruised, unintentionally I 
believe), there is not a doubt but she would have seriously injured, if not killed the child. 
She used the most filthy language, and her conduct was most violent ; she repeatedly swore 
that she would throw the child out of the cab window. I am of opinion that it would have 
been dangerous to have allowed her to have charge of the child in the excited state she was 
when she left the workhouse. ; . , „ . 

Mary Brophy did not demand her discharge from me until the cab arrived for the pur- 
pose of taking her to the depdt; and when I delivered her to the warrant officer, she was 
not under restraint, neither had any violence been used towards her.

Report of Charles Allberry, Settlement Clerk to the Board of Directors atid Guardians 
of the Poor of the Parish of St. Marylebone, in the County of Middlesex. 



Re Mary Brophy and her illegitimate child Thomas. 



I beg respectfully to report, in reference to this case, that, upon looking through the 
examination books, I find that Mary Brophy was first examined by me as to the place of 
her then last legal settlement on the 21st day of November 1861. _ , 

That from the statement then made to me by herself, it appeared that she was a single 
woman, aged 32 years, with two children, illegitimate, provided for at Roman Catholic 
establishments, one at Hampstead, the other at Kensington (both out of this parish) ; that 
she was then pregnant with a third illegitimate child ; that she was born in the Queen’s 
County, in Ireland, and that she had been sent over to this country from the South Dublin 
Union, in the month of April then last past. 

That Mary Brophy continued in this workhouse from the 13th day of November 1861, 
was confined therein of an illegitimate child, Thomas, and was, with her said child, on the 
7th March 1862, passed from this parish to Ireland, under order of removal, and was again 
(according to her statement) sent back to England by the authorities in Ireland. 

Mary Brophy was again admitted into the workhouse in January last, with her said 
child Thomas; they continued therein until the 2d day of March instant; and were then 

again passed, under order of removal, to Ireland. . 

I have carefully searched our order of removal and examination hooks from May 1858 
to November 1861, and caused the same to be again gone through by my assistant, and it 
is quite certain that during that period Mary Brophy was not passed from this parish to 
Ireland, or elsewhere; and if, as she stated, on the 21st November 1861, she had been in the 
South Dublin Union in April 1861, she must have been passed there from some other parish, 
or have gone there at her own or friends’ expeuse, in either case showing that she had not 
resided in this parish 26 years, or even three years, as now required under the Act 24 k 25 



Viet. c. 76. 

In April 1861, the sixth section of the Act 8 & » Viet. c. 117, was in force, enabling the 
guardians of any union in Ireland to appeal against an order of removal any time within 
six months after the removal. 

By the cases R. v. Halifax, 17 Law Journal, 158 m., R. v. Seerd, 18 Law Journal, 
12 m. (Archbold’s Poor Laws, 10th edition, page 689), it is quite clear that a removal under 
an order of justices breaks the residence. As regards the actual removal under the present 
order, a certificate from the surgeon of the workhouse was first obtained, showing that the 
paupers were in a fit state to be removed to Ireland. Mary Brophy had been sent for by 
me not less than half a dozen times previously, and told that she might discharge herself 
with her child, which she peremptorily declined, her conduct upon every one of the 
occasions being of the most insolent character, and her language of the most disgusting 
description. . . 

The order of removal was given by me "to Mr. Race, the warrant officer, in the usual 
way, with instructions to take her to Mr. Frost’s, at the dep6t,«Wapping, for removal to 
Ireland. . , 

I was not present at the actual removal, but find, upon inquiry, that Mary Brophy tried 
to throw her child on to the stone flags, threatening to dash out its brains ; that the matron s 
leg was injured in saving the child from her fury, and she threatened repeatedly to throw 
the child (whom she designated as the young b — gg — r), into the sea, so ,soon as she had. 
the chance. 

I am assured that her shoulder was not put out, and that no further force than necessary 
was used in the removal of this most violent woman.

She was sent over without a Removal Warrant, and I have caused inquiry to be made on 
board the steamer “ Lady Eg] in ton,” and have ascertained that the woman’s statement that 
her fare back to London is paid, is quite true,’ and that the passage money for her journey 
back is in the possession of the stewardess of the steamer.

Mary Brophy, having been duly sworn, states, — I was born in the Queen’s County, and 
went to London in the year 1835. My husband is a German, and at present in Germany. 
I lived for the last year in Chesterfield-street, for four years before that in Barry 1 's-court, 
for two years before that in Walls Buildings, and before that in Devonsh ire-street ; all 
these places are in the parish of St. Marylebone. I have lived in the same parish for 
26 years ; I have been three times in the St. Marylebone Workhouse ; the last time I was 
admitted was on the 2d of January, with my youngest child, who had measles. On Monday 
week last, Mr. Nace. the warrant master, sent for me to take me to Mr. Frost’s to be 
sent to Ireland. I asked for my discharge, and they would not give it, and I resisted being 
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taken out ; I was taken down to Mr. Frost’s in a strait waistcoat, and kept at Mr. Frost’s 
a week and on Saturday last was sent here in the Dublin Steamer. 

I was not taken before a magistrate, and did not get any Removal "Warrant. 

When Mr. Frost put me on board, he said he did not think the parish officers could 
stand by what they did to me, and that 1 should come back in the steamer next Satur- 
day and he paid the fare for me back from Dublin to London. 

On leaving the steamer, the stewardess told me my passage back was paid, and that I 
was to be on board on Saturday morning next. 

I have left two children at school in London. Mr. JNace told me I should be brought 

^Tw^years ago I was taken befo’re Mr. Mansfield, the magistrate, and he refused to grant 
a warrant for my removal to Ireland. I was brought over as a cabin passenger.

Furher Report of Charles Allherry , Settlement Clerk to the Directors and Guardians of 
the Poor of the Parish of St. Marylebone, in the County of Middlesex. 

Re MaryBrophy and her illegitimate child Thomas. 

I beg further to report herein, that the statement made by Mary Brophy in her depos*. 
tionsthat she is a married woman is not true ; that she was brought before the magistrates 
in the usual way for the purpose of obtaining an order for her removal to Ireland ; that she 
refused to be sworn, and that the magistrates then took my depositions, and, after being 
shown the former Order of Removal, made an order for her removal io Ireland with her child 
That she was then informed that the order was made, and that she would be removed to 
Ireland ; and, upon her removal a duplicate order was given to her, as required bv the 
statute. That another original order was sent by post on the 2d day of March instant io 
the clerk to the guardians of the poor of the Donaghmore Union, and that Mr. Frost was 
paid 2 d. per mile for the woman, and 1 d. per mile for the child, as mileage for Mary Brophy 
and child from Dublin to Donaghmore Union, in accordance with the contract entered into 
with him by the Board. That I have seen Mr. 3Trost, who assures me that he did not give 
the stewardess any money to bring Mary Brophy and child back to London, but that he did 
give the stewardess money to forward them on to Donaghmore. That upon Maiy Brophy 
arriving at Dublin, she refused to go on to Donaghmore, and that consequently the money 
was not given to her. That I cannot find anything to confirm the statement about her being 
taken two years since before Mr. Mansfield, the magistrate; but this being before my time, 
I cannot speak to the matter.

Re Mary Brophy. 

To the Directors and Guardians of the Poor of St. Marylebone. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg respectfully to report, that on the 2d March 1863 I received a warrant from your 
settlement clerk (Mr. Charles Allberry), signed by two magistrates, to convey MaryBrophy 
and her child to the depot at Wapping for removal to Ireland. The child was brought to 
me at the workhouse gate by a female helper in the workhouse ; and the moment the 
mother (Mary Brophy) saw the child, she seized it by its arms, saying she would smash the 

young b s brains out on the pavement The child was then, with great difficulty, 

released from her by me. The matron and porter of the workhouse were present during the 
time, and eventually she became so violent that it was really necessary, in order to save the 
c hild’s life, to place her under restraint, which I did, by causing a canvas jacket to be placed 
upon her, instead of handcuffs. I was funhermore compelled to obtain assistance to convey 
her to the depbt in consequence of her violent conduct ; on reaching which, she made use 

of the most hitter oaths, saying she would throw the young b y bastard overboard the 

first chance she had ; and, during the period she was in my charge, no personal violence 
was used towards her, nor did she sustain any injury whatever.

Regulations made by the Justices of the Peace of the County of Middlesex, at the 
General Quarter Session of the Peace holden by Adjournment in and for such County on 
the 21 st day of October, 1845, for carrying into execution the Provisions of the Act made in 
the Session of Parliament held in the 8th and 9th years of the reign of Queen Victoria, in- 
tituled “ A n Act to amend the Laws relating to the removal of poor persons bom in Scotland, 
Ireland, the Islands of Man, Scilly, Jersey, or Guernsey, and chargeable in England,” more 
effectually than in the said Act is provided. 

1 st. All paupers who (being in a fit state of health) shall be ordered to be removed from 
the County of Middlesex under the above-mentioned Act, on and after th&J 9th day of ' 
November 1845, shall be conveyed, by the person or persons to whom the warfSnts for their 
removal shall be delivered, to Mr. Richard George Baker, at a dep6t to be from time to 
time provided by him (and of which he shall give notice to the Guardians of the several 
Parishes or Unions, or the Overseers of the Parishes), and be there delivered between the 
hours of 10 in the Forenoon and 4 in the Afternoon throughout the year. 

2d. Ail such paupers, when delivered to Mr. Baker, shall be respectively detained and 
held in safe custody by him, or by any person authorised by him, and to whom the Warrant 
of Removal shall be delivered for the purpose of being carried into execution, both at the 
dep6t and on their route by land and on board the ships or vessels in which they shall be 
delivered for removal to their respective countries, until they shall have arrived at the places 
to which they shall have been ordered to be removed. 

3d. At the time of delivering such paupers to Mr. Baker, the persons to whom the 
orders of removal shall be delivered for the purpose of being carried into execution shall 
also deliver to him duplicates of the warrams for their removal, and shall pay him on 
account of such removals the several sums following, that is to say, the sum of \l. 10s. for 
every Scotch pauper of the age of 10 years and upwards, and the sum of 18s. for every 
Scotch pauper under 10 years of age ordered to be removed to Edinburgh, Dundee, or 
Aberdeen; the sum of 4 Z. for every Scotch pauper of the age of 10 years and upwards, and 
the sum of 2 1. 10 s. for every Scotch pauper under 10 years of age ordered to be removed 
to Glasgow, Greenock, Dumfries, or Ayr ; the sum of 5 1. for every Scotch pauper of the age 
of 10 years and upwards, and the sum of 3Z. for every Scotch pauper under 10 years of age 
ordered to be removed to Inverness or Oban ; the sum of 2 Z. 2s. for every Irish pauper of 
the age of 10 years and upwards, and the sum of 1 Z. 4s. for every Irish pauper under 10 
years of age ordered to be removed to Dublin; the sum of 2Z. for every Irish pauper of the 
age of 10 years and upwards, and the sum of 1 Z. 2s. for every Irish pauper under 10 years 
of age ordered to be removed to Cork; the sum of 3Z. for every Irish pauper of the age of 
10 years and upwards, and the sum of lZ. 12s. for eve.ry Irish pauper under 10 years of 
age ordered to be removed to Limerick ; the sum of 4Z. for every Irish pauper of the age of 
10 years and upwards, and the sum of 2Z. 4s. for every Irish pauper under 10 years of age 
ordered to be removed to Belfast, Wexford, Dundalk, Waterford, or Derry; the sum of 
4Z.

15s. for every 
pauper under 10 years of age ordered to be removed to either of the Islands of Jersey or 
Guernsey : he, Mr. Baker, giving a receipt for each pauper containing and undertaking to 
refund the amount received by him for every pauper whom he shall not deliver or cause to 
be delivered according to the Warrant of Removal (unless prevented by death, accident, or 
dangers of the sea, or by reason of their having been re-delivered to the Guardians of the 
Poor or Overseers of the complaining parishes or union, under the 4th Regulation herein- 
after set forth); and the Guardians of the Poor of the complaining parish or union, or the 
Overseers of the Poor of the complaining parish as the case may be, shall furnish the person, 
to whom the Warrant of Removal shall be delivered for the purpose of being carried into 
execution, with the Warrant of Removal in duplicate, and with the supi to be paid with 
each pauper at the time of his taking him or her to Mr. Baker, at his depot as hereinbefore 
directed. 

4th. In case any pauper, at the time of his or her being delivered to Mr. Baker at 
the depot, shall be in an unfit state of health to be removed, or shall become so after 
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delivery at such dep6t, and before he or she is shipped or sent off, Mr. Baker shall be at 
liberty to re-deliver such pauper to the Guardians of the Poor or Overseers of the Poor of 
the complaining parish or union, as the case may be, and at their expense. Provided 
always that in such case Mr. Baker shall return to the said Guardians of the Poor or 
Overseers, one-half of the money -which he has received with the pauper. 

5th. The personal allowance to be made by the Guardians or Overseers, as the case may 
be to' the person delivering the pauper to Mr. Baker, shall be for each journey not exceed- 
ing 5 miles, 3 s. 6 d.; for each journey not exceeding 10 miles, 5 s. ; and for each journey 
exceeding 10 miles, 7s. 6d . ; and the allowance to be made him fcrr the expense of convey- 
ance of each of such paupers to the depot (except infants at the breast, for whom no allow- 
ance shall be made) shall be at the rate of 4 d. per mile. 

6th. Every examination shall he taken, and every Warrant of Removal shall be 
executed in duplicate, and shall contain the name and ages of each and every pauper 
intended to be removed, and his or her consent (where given) to be sent to any other port 
or place in Scotland or Ireland than the port or place nearest to the place of their birth or 
residence, according to the Schedule (marked A.) to the said Act annexed.

Gentlemen, Dublin, 13 April 1863. 

With reference to former correspondence on the subject of the removal of Mary Brophy 
and her child from the parish of St. Marylebone to this country, I beg to inform you that, 
having ascertained she did not return to London on the 14th ultimo, the day the steamer 
left Dublin, I communicated with the agent of the British and Irish Steam Packet Company 
on the subject; and I forward to you his letter to me, by which you will see that, on the 
arrival of the steamer in London, Frost took back the 10 s. which he had given the stewardess 
to pay for Mary Brophy’ s passage back from Ireland, finding that she had not returned. 

The steamer “ Lady Eglinton ” again left Dublin for London on Saturday last, and Mary 
Brophy went in her. I am informed that the captain of the steamer, who is acquainted with 
the case, consented to take her over, with the intention of applying in London to Frost for 
the 10 s. he had before paid for her passage. 

Mr. Egan’s letter is important, inasmuch as it corroborates the evidence of Mary Brophy 
as to the arrangements made for her return to London by the persons concerned in her 
removal. _ ,

Mary Brophy was one of three women who, with three children, were entitled by their 
tickets to a second-cabin passage from London, on the 7th of March instant, which 
tickets were paid for in the name of “ Frost.” It would appear that a person named brost, 
who seems to be officially connected with the Poor Law system m London, went on board 
the steamer on the same day, handed the stewardess 10 s. to pay for a deck-ticket for Mary 
Brophy, who was expected to go back by the same vessel to London, leaving Dublin on 
the 14th. .... r 

She has not since, however, presented herself for the purpose ; and on the return of the 
steamer to London, “ Frost” went on board, inquired for her, and finding that she had not 
returned, he said, “ I understand she has bolted.” ... , , . ■ 

He then asked for and got back the 10 s., and no further inquiry has been made by him, 
or instructions given the stewardess respecting her.
